Congress was preparing, with 
some misgivings, to. tackle Prest- 
dent Truman's proposed 10-point 
antli-Inflation program including re- 
quests for rationing and price con- 
trol power, , 

Sen Robert Taft (Rep., 
Ohio) chairman of the senate-house 
economic committee, announced 
that his group will sidetrack those 
two controversial points. to consider 
first the other portions of Mr, Tru- 


man's plan, other congressrnen obs | 


jected to that method of procedure, 

Sen, Ralph Flanders (Rep., Vt.) 
and Sen, John Sparkman (Dem., 
Ala.) said they believed the ration- 
ing ahd price control proposals 
should be débated during the cur- 
rent special session, even though 
they may be predestined for certain 
defeat. It was an argument that 
promised to grow louder. 

At the same time there was a sur-

JOBLESS PAY: 


Vets Collect 


More than half of the 14,450,000 
veterans of World War 11. have ap- 
plied for unemployment compensa- 
tlons under the G.L bill of rights 
and have collected more than 2.2 
billion dollars, Veterans’ adminis- 
tration has reported. 

Through September, a total of 
7,400,000 World War JI veterans. had 
applied for unemployment compen: 
sation and 600,000 for self-employ- 
ment allowances. 

Abaut 500,000 veterans have ex- 
hausted their claims for unemploy- 
ment or self-employment benefits, it 
was reported, There are 6,500,000 
potential claimants who never have 
participated In the prograrn, 

Veterans’ administratlon econo- 
mifsts snid that If the present high 
employment cale continues for the 
next two years, new and continuing 
unemployment ¢laims probably will 


become stabilized and, “except for : 


seasonal variations, may even show 
a gradual decrease.”
